GEORGIA MOB 


Three Already Dead; Two 


Wore are Threatened, 


One Pays Terrible Penalty for 
Horrible Crime. Accomplice 


and an Avenger Hanged. 


Palmetto, Ga., April 
24.—Elijah 


Strickland, the negro preacher who is 
accused by Sam Hcse, 
the 
negro 


burned to death near Newnan yester- 
day, of paying Hose $12 to murder 
Farmer Alfred Cranford, was captured 
by a mob of people from this vicinity 
threem iles out of town last night. 
He was brought to Palmetto, and at 
midnight -was placed on trial for his 
life by a. court composed of those who 
had arersted him. 
Speeches for and 


against his character were made, and 
the trial is still in progress. 


Strickland Lynched. 


Palmetto, Ga., April 24.—The body 


of 
Lige 
Strickland, 
the 
negro 


preacher implicated by Sam Hose in 
the killing of Alfred Cranford, was 
found swinging to the limb of a tree a 
mile from the town this morning. The 
ears and fingers were cut off and the 
body bore a placard: "We must protect 
our Southern women." Strickland was 
negro minister and was 60 years of 
age. Hose, who was burned at the stake 
yesterday, declared he killed Cranford 
ior Strickland who gave him |12 for 
committing the crime. 


Lynched Sewell Also. 


Atlanta, Ga., April 24.—A telephone 


message from Palmetto at 10 o'clock 
this morning says the mob which 
lynched Strickland has captured and 
put to death Albert Sewell, the negro 
who declared the death of every negro 
should be avenged. The mob is still 
hunting negroes and probably two more 
will be lynched before the work is fin- 
ished. 


The Social Problem. 


Atlanta, April 24.—The serious crimes 


began by the burning1 of Palmetto by 
incendiaries and the lynching a, month 
ago of four negroes in retaliation, fol- 
lowed 10 days ago by the murder of 
Alfred Cranford and the ravishing of 
his wife in the same locality, for which 
the negro Sam Hose was burned at the 
stake yesterday and the negro preacher 
Strickland hanged this morning, has 
stirred the people of Georgia and the 
South into frenzied interest in the so- 
cial problems which the crimes reveal. 
The question of protecting the white 
women in the sparsely settled farming 
districts is the topic of the day.

LYNCHING OF HOSE. 


Story of the Awful Punishment Mtetea 


Oat to Him. 


Kewnan, Ga., April 24.—Sam Hose, the 


murderer of Alfred Craaford, and the 
assailant of his wife, was burned at the 
stake two miles from here yesterday 
afternoon, in the presence of 2800 peo- 
ple.' 


The body of the victim was dissected, 


and the bones were crushed into small 
bits. Those unable to obtain the ghastly 
relics direct, paid their more/fortunate 
possessors extravagant sums for them. 
Small pieces of bone went f orfK cents. 


As soon* as the negro was seen to be 


dead, a rush was made for the stake, 
and those near the body were forced 
against it and had to flght for their 
freedom. 


Hon. W. T. Atkinson, former awernor 


of Georgia, met the mob as h* was re- 
turning from church, and he appealed to 
them to let the law take its course. In 
addressing th* mob he used them words: 
"Some of you are known to me, and when 
this affair Is finally settled In the courts 
you may depend upon It that I,will tes- 
tify acalnot you." 


A member of the mob was seen to draw 


a revolver and level it at Mr. Atkinson, 
but his arm was relsed and the pistol 
taken from him. The mob wa* frantic 
at delays and would hear to nothing but 
burning at the stake.

Washington April 2*.—Captain Wilde

It appears the cap- 
ture was effected entirely by the naval 
forces under command of Wilde, and 
not until after the capture was that 
place turned over to Miller, who, up to 
that time, had nothing to do with the 
capture. The action will be endorsed 
by Admiral Dew ey. 


Mr. Miller is the Stockbridge man 


for whom Congressman Lawrence of 
this city put forth so much effort to 
gain him promotion. 


Washington, April 24.—Secretary Al- i 


ger today said that yesterday's battle 
at Quingua has not altered the plans 
of the department in any degree. Gen- i 
eral Otis, General Lawton, Admiral 
Dewey and the Philippine commission 
are fully authorized to deal with the 
situation in thePhilippines according 
to their best judgment, and the depart- 
ment believes it would be good policy 
to refrain from meddling unneccessar- 
ily. The secretary said if General Otis 
wants more troops he shall have them, 
and, meantime, the department will 
make every effort to hasten the relief 
of the volunteers by regulars.

Before being put to death the 
negro stated that he had been, paid $12 
by "Lige" Strickland, a negro preacher 
at Palmetto, to kill Cranford, A mob of 
citizens is scouring the country for 
Strickland, who has left his home, and 
•will lynch him if caught. 


Sam Hose killed Alfred Cranford, a 


white farmer, near Palmetto, and, It is 
eaid, outraged his wife, 10 days ago. 
Since that time business in this part of 
the state has been suspended, the entire 
population turning out in an effort to 
capture Hose. He successfully eluded 
pursuit until discovered near Macon. 


Hose has been on the farm of the Jones 


brothers, between Macon and Columbus, 
•ince the day after he committed the 
horribl« crime. 
His mother is em- 


ployed on the farm and to her little cabin 
he fled for refuge. 
She fed him and 


cared for him, but it is not believed she 
knew he was being hunted for by the 
authorities. 
The Jones brothers were 


not aware of the crime until a few days 
ago, and were not sure that Hose was 
the much-wanted man. Saturday 
morning ode of the Jones boys met 
Hose, and as he was talking to him 
noticed that bis "ginger" face was 
ebony black. Just below the collar of 
his shirt the copper color was discern- 
ible. 
Believing that the negro had 


-blackened his face to escape detection, 
Jones became convinced that he was th9 
negro for whom the authorities had 
been scouring the country for 10 days, 
and determined to arrest him. Sun- 
day morning Jones took the negro to 
Macon, and put him aboard a Central 
of Georgia train, with the intention of 
taking him to Atlanta. 
At Origin some 


one recognized Hose and sent word to 
Newman, the next station, that the ne- 
gro was on the train, bound for At- 
lanta, 
When Newman was reached a 


great crowd surrounded the (train and 
pushd into the cars. The Jones brother* 
were told that the negro could be de- 
livered to the sheriff of Campbell county 
there, and it was not necessary to take 
him to Atlanta. 
This was acceded to 


and the negro was taken off the train 
and marched at the head of a yelling, 
shouting crowd of 500 people to the jail. 
Here they turned him over to Sheriff 
Brown, taking a receipt for the prisoner, 
thus making themselves sure of the re- 
ward of $250 for the "arrest and de- 
livery to the sheriff of Campbell county 
of one Sam Hose." 


Word was sent to Mrs. Cranford at 


Palmetto that it was believed Hose waj 
under arrest, and that her presence was 
necessary in Newnan to make sure of 
his Identification. 
In some way th« 


news of the arrest leaked out, and as the 
town had been on the alert for nearly 
two weeks, the intelligence spread rapid- 
ly. 
From every house in the little city 


came its occupants, and a good-siied 
crowd had soon gathered about the jail. 
Sheriff Brown was importuned to give 
up the prisoner, and finally in order to 
•void an assault on the Jail and possible 
bloodshed, he turntd th« negro ovtr 
to the waiting crowd. A procession was 
quiekly formed, and tke doomed negro 
was marched at its head through several 
streets of the town. 
Soon the public 


square was reached. 
Here former 


Governor Atkinson of Georgia, who lives 
in Newnan, oame hurriedly upon the 
scene, and, standing u in a burfy, im- 
portuned tke crowd t» let the law take 
Its course. 


Governor Atkinson said: 
"My fel- 


low citizens and friends: 
I beseech you 


to let this affair fo no further. 
You 


•re hurrying this negro on to death 
without an identification. 
Mrs. Cran- 


ford, whojn he U said to have assault- 
ed, and whose kusband he U Mid to 
have killed, Is rick In bed and unable to 
be here to say whether this is her as- 
sailant. 
Let this negno be feturned 


to Jail. 
The law will take its course. 


*nd I promise you It will do so quickly 
and effectually. 
Do not stain the honor 


•f the state with a crime such M jwi 


Judge A. D. Freeman of Newnan 


spoke in a similar strain and prayed the 
mob to return the prisoner to the cus- 
tody of the sheriff and go home. 


The assemblage heard the words of the 


two speakers in silence, but the instant 
their voices had died away shouts of 
"On to Palmetto, burn him, think of 
his crime" arose, and the march was 
resumed. 


Mrs. Cranford's mother and sister ara 


residents of Newman. 
The mob was 


headed in the direction of their house, 
and in a abort time reached the McElroy 
home. The negro was marched through 
the gate, and Mrs. McElroy was called 
to the front door. 
She immediately 


identified the African, and her verdict 
was agreed to by her daughter, who 
had often seen Hose about the Cran- 
ford place. 


"To the stake," was again the cry, and 


several men wanted to burn the negro 
in Mrs. McEIroy's yard. 
To this she 


objected strenuously, and the mob, com- 
plying with her wish, started for Pal- 
metto. 


Juat as they were- leaving- Newnan, 


news was brought that the 1 o'clock 
train from Atlanta would bring 1000 
people from Atlanta. 
This was taken 


to be a regiment of soldiers, and the 
mob decided tb burn the prisoner ait the 
first favorable place, rather than be 
compelled to shoot him when the militia 
put in an appearance. 


Leaving the little town, whose Sunday 


quiet had been so rudely disturbed, the 
mob, which now numbered nearly 1500 
people, started on the road to Palmetto. 
A line of buggies and vehicles of all 
kinds, their drivers fighting f9r posi- 
tion in line, followed the procession, at 
the head of which, closely guarded, 
inarched the negro. 


One and a half miles .out of Newnan 


a place believed to be favorable to the 
burning was reached. 
A little to the 


side of the rofcd was a strong pine tree. 
Up to this the negro was marched, his 
back placed to the tree and his face to 
the crowd, which jostled closely about 
him. 
Here, for the first time, he was 


allowed to talk. He said: "I am Sam 
Hose. 
I killed Alfred Cranford, but 


was paid to do it. Lige Strickland, the 
negro preacher at Palmetto gave me 
f 12 to kill him." 


At this a roar went up from the crowd. 


The Intelligence imparted by the wretch 
was spread among them. 


"Let him go on; tell all you know about 


it," came from the crowd. The negro, 
shivering like a leaf, continued his re- 
cital. "I did not outrage Mrs. Orajiford. 
Somebody else did that. I can identify 
them. Give me time for that." 


Th« mob would hear no more. The 


clothes were torn from the negro in an 
instant. A heavy chain was produced 
and wound around his body. He said 
not a word to this proceeding, but at 
sight of three or four knives flashing in 
the hands of several members of the 
crowd about him, whitth seemed to fore- 
cast th* terrible ordeal he was about to 
be put to, he sent up a yell which could 
be heard for a mile. Instantly a hand 
grasping a knife shot out and one of the 
negro's ears dropped into a hand ready 
to receive it He pleaded pitifully for 
meroy and beefed his tormentors to let 
him die. His cries went unheeded. The 
second ear went the w«y of the other., 
Hardly had he been deprived of his or- 
gans of hearing than his fingers, one by 
one, were taken from his hands and 
passed among the members of the yell- 
ing and now thoroughly maddened 
crowd. The shrieking negro was quickly 
deprived of other portions of his anatomy 
and the words, "Come on with the oil," 
brought a hug* can of kerosene to the 
foot of th* tree where the negro, his body 
covered with blood* from head to foot, 
was striving and tugging at his chains. 
The can was lifted over the negro's head 
by three or four men and it» content* 
poured over him. By this time a good 
supply of brush, pieces of fence rail and 
other firewood bad been placed about the 
negro's feet. This was thoroughly sat- 
urated and a match applied. A flame 
•hot up ward and spread quickly over the 
pile of wood. As it licked the negroes 
legs he shrieked once and began tuggin* 
at his chains. As the flames crept higher 
and the smoke entered his eyee and 
mouth Hose put the stumps of his hand* 
to the tree back of him and with a ter- 
rific plunge forward of hU body severed 
the upper portion of th* chains which 
bound him to the tree. His body held to 
the tree' only by 'M far u th* tfclfhs. 
lunred forward, thus escaping the flames 
whl«k roared and orackled abouthle feet. 
One of tiie men nearest the feurnin* 
negro quickly ran up and. pushing htm 
back^mid:

Semi- 


official German Note Says 


Secretary Disapproves. 


Berlin, April 24.— It was announced in 


a semi-official note today that Secretary 
of State John Hay expressed to the 
German ambassador at Washington his 
strong disapproval of the conduct of 
Captain Coughlan of the Raleigh. 


Washing-ton, April 24.— The German 


government has entered formal pro- 
test against the language of Captain 
Coughlan of the Ealeigh at the Union 
Leag-ue club banquet Friday. Secretary 
Hay replied the language had been used 
at a dinner in a club and so is not to 
be regarded an official or a public ut- 
terance in a. sense to warrant the state 
department interfering. However, the 
navy department is fully competent to 
take the action the case required. The 
German ambassador will wait for the 
navy department to act. There are 
semi-official intimations that the am- 
bassador is not so much concerned him- 
self with the course of Captain Cough- 
Ian as with the course of the United 
States in dealing with Captain Cough- 
Ian. The ambassador stated today the 
poem recited by Captain Coughlan was 
too nasty to be noticed.

C«»i'i Flrat Glance In * Lookiaff 


Glass In Fifteen Year*. 


Shortly after Cnzzi's rescue by Gea- 


*ral Kitchener, when the latter entered 
Omdurman, the long .suffering man said: 


'•During my 15 years' imprisonment 


I never saw a mirror, and gradually all 
intereat in nay personal appearance 
faded completely away. When it be- 
came sure that an expedition was on 
its way to Omdurman, I began to live 
again. When at last tbe cannon began 
to thunder and the wild criea of tbe 
battle penetrated the city, I laid my 
sword ready, determined, should this 
last hope be destroyed, to put an end 
to my life 
When finally the noise of 


the cannon ceased and the victor Kitch- 
ener stood before me, congratulating 
me on my release, I thought I should 
suffocate with emptioa. 


"The next day I made my toilet in 


an officer's tent and held in my hand 
the first looking glass I had seen for 15 
years. I looked curiously at my reflec- 
tion in it and started back. I had gone 
out into the world a young, active 
strong man, and the image which now 
stared at me was that of a sick, hollow 
eyed, wrinkled, broken man. Never did 
all that I had suffered enter my mind 
with such strength as at this moment, 
and I wept, wept like a child—the first 
tears in 15 years! 


"The day after I was made a prisoner 


I saw my wife die^,but my/ grief was 
too great for the relief of tears.

Philadelphia Will Hold One In 


the Fall to Boom Commerce. 


A HILLIOH DOLLARS TO BE SPENT, 


ADDERS FOND OF EGGS. 


Little Reptile* With Remarkable 


Swallowing Ability. 


Among a lot of very interesting speci- 


mens of prepared animals sent to the 
Museum of Natural History at Paris by 
Father Guilleme, a missionary in the 
upper Kongo country, there is one group 
of native adders, in the act of swallow- 
ing eggs, which excited uncommon in- 
terest. The most remarkable part of it 
is the relative size of this snake and its 
common food. 
This adder is rather 


small'; it is seldom longer than 28 inch- 
es, and its thickness never exceeds an 
inch. Yet it feeds regularly on duck 
eggs, the smaller diameter of which is 
almost two inches. 


How the snake can get such an egg 


into its mouth ie difficult to understand, 
and the aspect of these reptiles while 
swallowing the eggs is most strange. 
The only way to account for this pe- 
culiar manner of swallowing whole 
eggs is the presence in the neck, just 
back of the bead, of a series of pointed 
bones slanted backward and piercing 
the esophagus. These not only assist 
to hold the egg in place, but act like a 
saw. When the egg has advanced far 
enough, their pressure will cut the egg; 
its contents will continue into the stom- 
ach, while the empty shell is crushed 
afterward and thrown out through the 
mouth. 


While in the act of swallowing the 


egg the snake is easily caught, for it is 
then almost in a state of complete in- 
ertia ; it then looks very much like the 
bulb as used by-photographers for open- 
ing their shatters.

Scope of the Rxpoclttom, 


Philadelphia is to give a great expo- 


sition next fall It will open on Sept. 
14 and close Nov. 30. The plans of this 
exposition, on which tbe Quaker City 
is spending $1,000,000, differ 
from 


those of any fair which has yet been 
held in the United States. It is solely 
in the interest of American manufac- 
turers and producers. It will be held 
tinder the joint auspices of the Phila- 
delphia Commercial museum and the 
Franklin institute, and, confining itself 
to the specific purposes of its organiza- 
tion, will display manufactured prod- 
ucts of the United States especially 
suitable for export, and, for the pnrpose 
of comparison, collections of samples of 
goods made in the commercial countries 
of Europe and successfully sold in the 
markets of the world. 


Following BO promptly upon the be- 


ginning of an era of unprecedented 
commercial activity and national ex- 
pansion, it indicates that Philadelphia 
is rapid in some respects at least. Con- 
gress has appropriated $350,000 in aid 
of the exposition. The city of Philadel- 
phia has given $200,000, the state of 
Pennsylvania $50,000 and the citi2ena 
of Philadelphia, individually, $50,000. 
A bill now pending in the leigslature 
of Pennsylvania appropriates $200,000 
more, making a total sum of about 
$850,000 which will be available for 
the purposes of the exposition. 


Mr. P. A. B. Widener, a well known 


Fhiladelphian, who is connected with 
the street railway systems of several of 
the larger cities, is president of the fix- 
position association, and Dr. William 
P. Wilson, director of the Philadelphia 
museums, is the director general of the 
exposition. The board of directors of 
the Exposition association includes a 
number of the most prominent and en- 
ergetio business men of Philadelphia. 


The department of manufactured 


products of the United States, which 
will occupy four-fifths of the exhibition 
space, will comprise everything which 
is, can or might be exported, from loco- 
motives and heavy machinery to the 
smallest novelties. The department of 
foreign manufactured goods will com- 
prise a very comprehensive collection of 
samples of goods made abroad acd sold 
in all foreign markets in competition 
with American goods and in foreign 
markets in which American trade has 
not yet been developed. In many re- 
spects this department will be the most 
important of the exposition. It will in- 
clude articles which are at present most 
in demand in all foreign markets, not 
only those of Europe, but of the orient, 
of South Africa, of Sooth America and 
of Australia. They will be exhibited 
side by side with American goods of 
the same kind and will show American 
manufacturers just what competition 
they must meet abroad. These samples 
of goods of foreign manufacture-are be- 
ing selected abroad by competent spe- 
cialists, aided by the entire consular 
service of the United States, which, by 
the direction of the act of congress 
making the appropriation, is at tbe dis- 
posal of the exposition management in 
the work of collecting the samples of 
foreign merchandise. 


A third department in the exposition 


will show in detail how American goods 
must be packed, labeled and shipped in 
order to meet the requirements of for- 
eign trade. In some countries the meth- 
ods of packing that are usual in the 
United States entail heavy losses from 
increased import duties. In other coun- 
tries goods must be carried into the in- 
terior in carts or on mule-back and 
must therefore be put np in packages 
of convenient size and weight. Igno- 
rance of many of these requirements has 
more than once led to serious losses and 
even bad feeling between the American 
manufacturer and the foreign mer- 
chant. 


The standing of the two great public 


institutions which are to conduct the 
exposition is such as to assure its suc- 
cess. 
The Philadelphia Commercial 


museum is favorably known all over 
the business world as an institution 
whose object is to foster and promote 
American manufactures and exports. 
The Franklin institute, for the promo- 
tion of the mechanic arts, has success- 
fully conducted 29 exhibitions and this 
year celebrates the seventy-fifth anni- 
versary of its organization. 


In October a commercial congress 


will be held. It is expected that 800 
representatives of foreign firms will be 
present. The American manufacturer 
and tbe foreign buyer will meet to hear 
commercial problems discussed by ex- 
perts in all lines of trade. An area of 
eight acres of ground will be covered 
by the main group of buildings, and the 
available exhibition space will be at 
least 200,000 square feet. The buildings 
are to be erected on tbe west side of 
tbe Schuylkill river, within 15 minutes' 
ride of tbe city ball, on a tract of 56 
acres of land given to the Commercial 
museum by tbe city of Philadelphia. 
Outside of the space occupied by the 
main buildings there will thus be with- 
in the exposition grounds ample space 
for the erection of detached structures 
for special exhibits, such as agricultural 
machinery, locomotives, railway and 
street cars, etc., and a large area for 
the amusement features, which promise 
to be as nniqne and interesting a* the 
exposition is practical.—Chicago Inter 
Ocean. 


THE DYING SUN. 


Wbra IU H*at B«eoBie> Rztiart, th* 


Earth Will Fvoeie Boll*. 


Onr sun ig now a yellow star similar 


to Cftpella, and hence it will eventually 
become bluish white like Sirius and 
Vega, says Professor T. J. J. See in 
The Atlantic. The secular shrinkage of 
the sun's radios will cause a steady rise 
iu its temperature, and when the body 
has reached the stage of Siring, where 
the temperature iw perhaps doubled, the 
light emitted will become intensely 
blue. The temperature may be expected 
to go on rising till a small radius is at- 
tained, and finally, when tbe dense 
mass, intensely hot, becomes incapable 
of further shrinkage, on account of in- 
crease in the molecular forces resisting 
condensation, a cooling will gradually 
ensue, after which the body will liquefy 
and then rapidly decline in splendor. 
Tbe sun will thenceforth be wrapped in 
everlasting darkness, and the chill of 
death will overtake the planetary sys- 
tem. A condition of darkness thus fol- 
lows close iipon a period of intense bril- 
liancy, and hence the obscurity of such 
bodies as the companions of Sirius, 
Procyon and Algol. The most obscure 
satellites are thus associated with nne 
of the brightest and most intens< 
lu- 


minous stars in our sky, and hert- the 
smaller of the two masses, as in th case 
of the planets of the solar system, have 
developed most rapidly. 


In view of this approaching extinc- 


tion of the sun's activity it becomes 
n matter of interest to inquire how long 
its heat will sustain life upon the earth. 
Though it is difficult to submit the sub- 
ject to accurate computation, it is easy 
to see that the exhattstiop of the sun's 
light and beat certainly will not occur 
for several hundred thousand, and per- 
haps not for several million years. Thus 
the ultimate doom of our system need 
occft&ipn no anxiety among those npw 
liviiig, but the result is philosophically 
interesting to those who look several 
million years into tbe future. 


As experiment has shown that the 


sun s vertical rays falling continuously 
npon terrestrial ice would melt a layer 
three centimeters iu thickn-tss per day, 
it follows that a similar Mhell of ice 
would form over the earth in case tbe 
sun's light and heat were cut off. Thus 
in a month the whole earth would be 
frozen like the polar regions, and only 
the deeper bodies of water, containing 
a great amount of heat, would remain 
in a liquid state. Tbe oceans themselves 
would freeze over within a few years 
at the latest, and the winds and even 
the tides would cease to agitate the ter- 
restrial globe, which would henceforth 
spin in its orbit as a rigid, lifeless mass,

TO MAKE THE DEAF HEAR. 


AJakain* Electrician Invents • Ma- 


chine Called the AkoaUlllon. 


M.iR. Hutcbiuaou, consulting and su- 


pervising electrical engineer for the 
Seventh and Eighth lighthouse districts 
and for the Mobile Light and Railroad 
company, a native of Mobile, Ala., and 
graduate of the Alabama Polytechnic 
institute, placed on exhibition recently 
an instrument he calls the akoulalliou, 
which enabled Liman Gould and Martin 
Durant, two yoqug rn?n born totally 
deaf, to henr and articulate voice 
sounds, which they repeated as far as 
they were able. Hutcbinson is only 22 
years old and has devoted nearly three 
years to the perfection of his apparatus, 
which, in the opinion of local medical 
men, is the most perfect instrument in- 
vented for the purpose of enabling tbe 
deaf to hear. On the same electrical

A SHOOTING STAR. 


Wbat It Really Is and Wker* It 


Comes KroM. 


Sir Robert Ball, who is the world's 


greatest living astronomer, told a Lon- 
don audience recently some interesting 
facts about meteorites and shooting 
stars. In describing the origin of meteor- 
ites he Htiid tbat millions of years age, 
when the earth was an infant at play 
and volcanoes were giants, the meteors 
were thrown upward in infant convul- 
sions 
Some of the earth's discarded 


rocks returned at once, but those which 
were flung upward at a rate greater 
than sweii miles a second passed be- 
yond the earth's gravitating influence 
and sought paths of ibeir own, no one 
could tell whither 


And then, after millions of years, 


they once more came within the reach 
of the world, and old Mother Earth re- 
sumed her sway, took back the rocks to 
her bosom and the astronomers said a 
meteoiite bad fallen. 


Sir Robert asked big hearers to imag- 


ine a wrapping of some hundreds of 
miles of air round the earth's surface. 
Now just in the same way tbat a gim- 
let, boring its way into wood, becomes 
warm, so a bullet going 30 mil OH a 
minute would become extremely warm 
in boring its way through 30 miles of 
air. 


And in tbe same way that a bullet 


became warm, so a meteorite traveling 
10,000 times aa fast as a bullet, travel- 
ing at this speed perhaps for hundreds 
of years through realms of space whose 
paralyzing cold was indescribable and 
finding itself at last plunging through 
the warm bath of the air, became hot- 
ter and hotter and hotter. 


It glowed, it became white hot, it 


melted, it dissolved in a burst of gas- 
eous splendor, and observers on the 
earth cried, "Why, there's a shooting 
star!"

Konoateriei Built In a Wildly Inac- 


cessible Locality. 


The famous monasteries of Meteora 


crown the summits of vast rock pinna- 
cles rising from the plain of Thessaly. 


By what strange msans tbe first cun- 


ning architects of these airy perches 
succeeded in reaching tbe scene of their 
labors is a matter wreathed in mystery. 
The cliffs are far too smooth and per- 
pendicular for any man to climb by 
hand and foot, and history guards jeal- 
ously tbe secret of the monasteries. All 
tbat is known about them is tbat the 
monks and wandering friars of tbe mid- 
dle ages found sanctuary here when 
first the crescent and scimiter ran red 
with Christian blood. Visitors to the 
monks' abode announce their presence 
by shouting until some one far above 
looks out and lets the net, which is 
worked by a windlass, come down. 


The sensation of tbe ascent is dis- 


tinctly novel. Seated on the ground in 
the center of tbe net, the meshes are 
one by one looped on to a large iron 
hood. As the rope becomes taut tha 
cords press uncomfortably hard upon 
various points of one's body, and with 
a strong wind blowing it swings to 
and fro and bumps its human load 
against the cliff. The rope, as it slowly 
winds on the drum up in the monastery, 
kinks occasionally, and the jerk gives 
one the impression that tbe rickety con- 
cern ia giving way. 


Tbe journey, however, ends safely 


170 feet above the ground, where tbe 
monks promptly extricate the visitor 
and give him a pleasant welcome.

When 
about half way across, the south bound 
milk train came around the curve at 
high speed and bore down upon them. 
The engineer blew bis whistle and put 
on the brakes, but con Id not stop the 
train. The girls saw tbat there was not 
time to get to tbe end of tbe bridge be- 
fore tbe train would be upon them. 
With remarkable presence of mind 
they got down between tbe crosspieces 
of the bridge, and, taking a .firm bold 
on tbe ties, swung off over the river just 
as the heavy train thundered upon tbe 
bridge. Their situation was extremely 
perilous, for the ties were icy, tbe cold 
was intense and the bridge swayed and 
trembled under tbe weight of the train. 


Tbe engineer stopped his train as 


speedily as possible and witb bis fireman 
and the other trainbands hurried back. 
They expected to see tbe girls lying on 
the ice, far below, but found them cling- 
ing desperately to the ties. They were 
almost exhausted when rescued from 
their dangerous position. They were 
taken to Great Barrington on tbe train, 
being cared for by tbe trainmen and 
passengers. They could not speak a 
word of English, and nothing could be 
learned as to who they were or where 
they belonged. The Great Barrington 
people sent for some Poles and their 
identity was -established. The passen- 
gers and trainmen were warm in their 
praises of tbe girls for their pluck in 
averting instant death under the wheels 
oi the train.

License being- voted, the public is In- 


terested in no more than three im- 
portant ways In the liquor business. 
It demands that no more than the law- 
ful number of licenses be granted, that 
licensees obey the laws governing the 
sale of intoxicating liquors and that 
ihe saloon does not become a forceful 
factor in politics. 
Beyond this the 


public has no rightful Interest. Now, 
does monopoly or long term license 
holding work to prevent these much- 
desired things? We believe not. The 
first demand of the public, that no 
more than the lawful number of li- 
censes be granted, is a matter for the 
license granting power and need not 
be discussed here. The second demand 
that the laws governing the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors bs obeyed, can be 
met just as well, if not better, if a 
monopoly of licenses exist. In fact, in 
the meeting of this demand a monopoly 
might be most advantageous, for it is 
manifestly easier to control one or two 
centres than it is a much larger num- 
ber of centres. 
That long-term li- 


cense holding, so far as this second 
demand goes, would operate just as 
the monopoly would is something dif- 
ficult to successfully dispute. 


The last mentioned demand of the 


public, that the saloon be not a force- 
ful factor In politics, is of utmost im- 
portance, and would surely be much 
better met by a system of long-term 
license holding and even better met by 
monopoly. Develop a. public sentiment 
against an annual changing of li- 
censes, give the licensee to understand 
that so long as he obeys the law and 
BO long as license is voted by the com- 
munity he will be undisturbed and 
you at once take away the saloon 
keeper's Incentive to take part in poli- 
tics. It obedience to law were made 
the prime requirement 
for license 


holding, license holders would be set 
to competing in observance of law In- 
iBtead of competing in prlitical wire- 
pulling. But when license holders feel 
that their fortunes may be threatened 
by the ascendancy of this or that 
party to power they are impelled by 
personal interest to throw what in- 
fluence they can command to the side 
on which they believe they have the 
most friends.

L. C. Peters, a soldier of the Firft 


Nebraska in the Philippines writes to 
a Chicago paper: 


"What do we think of? How do we 


feel ? What do we do'! are the ques- 
tions, no doubt, of the residents of the 
central western states who have friend? 


, and relatives in the army 
Well, we 


think of when we are going home, think 
af what we vised to eat and when we'U 
eat again, and a few other things. 
What do we do? Well, we fight, sleep 
and do guard duty; that is about all. 
We feel tired. 


"The country over which most of the 


conflict in Luzon is being waged is very 


i rongh, and is cut up into ridges by the 
! numerous ricBfields. To give one an 
1 idea of the topography it will suffice to 
say that the ricefields are all terraces 
running around the many small hills. 
These terraces are each about 100 feet 
Wjide, and rise one above another, each 
being about a foot or 18 inches higher 
than the one right below it. • Climbing 
and running up and down terraces with 
a haversack containing 250 rounds of 
Springfield ammunition slung across the 
ehoulder and a belt of 50 rounds around 
the waist is not very enjoyable work, 
and soon tires the strongest men. 


"The manner of fighting the insur- 


gents differs a great deal from the or- 
dinary methods of warfare. No pitched 
battles are fought, no firing from be- 
hind breastworks of stone or earth. To 
fight the Filipinos one must ambneb. or 
be ambushed and after the enemy is 
once in sight must run him down. The 
Filipinos worry more than really fight, 
and this constant worrying of troops by 
small bodies of insurgents makes the 


j work very fatiguing to the soldier. The 


I Filipino carries no heavy pack or ac- 
| couterments and goes barefoot most 
of tbe time. He can run like a deer, and 
does so rather than meet a foe face to 
face. Being light of foot and knowing 
every foot of the country he traverses, 
he has a big advantage. Then, again, 
he doesn't have to worry about holding 
the ground he takes, for he isn't on the 
taking side of the game. 


"It is interesting to know how many 


of the boys believe in fatality, and one 
often hears one say to another, 'Well, 
when your time comes to die yon'll die, 
no matter whether you are in the front 
or rear, and there isn't any use dodging.' 
Dodging bullets is a harmless but use- 
less pastime indulged in by many. 
Dodging is useless, because when one 
hears the ball it is already past and too 
late to dodge. One soldier when 'loshed' 
for ducking his head remarked, 'Well, 
I'll tell you fellows there's consolation 
in knowing you tried to get oat of the 
way anyhow-'"

Captain Bell, with 40 cavalrymen, en- 


countered a strong outpost. 
One of his 


men was killed and five were wounded 
by a volley. 
The Americans retired, 


carrying their wounded under fire and 
with great difficulty, being closely pur- 
sued, the fog enabling the enemy to 
creep up to them. 


Captain Bell sent for reinforcements 


to rescue the body of the killed cavalry- 
man, 
and a battalion of the Nebraska 


regriment, under Major Muffc-rd, arriveri 
and advanced until checked by volleys 
from the enemy's trenches. 


The Americans lay about 800 yards 


from the trenches, behind rice furrows, 
under fire, for two hours. 
Several mea 


were sunstruck, one dying from the ef- 
fects of the heat as they lay there wait- 
ing for the artillery to come up. 


Finally the second battalion arrived, 


and then Colonel Stotenburg, who had 
spent the night with his family at Ma- 
nila, came upon the field. The men 
immediately recognized him and raised 
a cheer. 


Colonel 
Stotsenburg, 
deciding to 


charge as the cheapest way out of the 
difficulty, led the attack at the head of 
his regiment 
He fell with a bullet in 


the breast, dying instantly, about 200 
yards from the breastworks. 


Lieutenant Sisson fell with a bullet In 


his heart. 


In the meantime the artillery had ar- 


rived and shelled the trenches. 
The 


Filipinos stood until the Nebraska troops 
were right on the trenches, and then 
they bolted to the second line of in- 
trenchments, a mile back. 
The Ne- 


braska regiment lost two privates killed 
and had many wounded, including two 
lieutenants. 
The Iowa regiment had 


several wounded. 
The Utah regiment 


bad one officer and three men wounded. 
- Thirteen dead Filipinos were found in 
the trench. 
Their loss was compara- 


tively small on account of their safe 
shelter. 


The Americans carried the second 


trench with small loss, and are holding 
the town. 


The loss of the Nebraska regiment in 


the campaign is the greatest sustained 
by any regiment, and yesterday's dis- 
aster has greatly saddened officers and 
men, 
who promise to take fierce ven- 


geance in the next fight. 


Colonel Stotsenburgr had won a repu- 


tation as one of the bravest , 
the army. 
He al%\ays led his regi- 


ment, and had achieved remarkable 
popularity with his men since the war 
began, although, during his first col- 
onelcy, the volunteers, \\lio were not 
used to the rigid discipline of the regular 
troops, thought him a hard office*.

Terre Haute, Ind., April 24.—Dr. B, B. 


Patton, a physician, who is known 
throughout three states as a specialist 
in the cure of cancer, and who is the pro- 
prietor of a large sanitarium In this city, 
U lying at the point of death from what 
he claims is the effect of arsenic and 
chloroform poisoning administered by 
his wife. For some months past the 
physician lias been materially losing 
strength. A few days ago he was com- 
pelled to seek his bed and now lies under 
the care of three physicians, who state 
that his chances for recovery are very 
slig-ht. Since his Illness forced him to 
take tn his bed Dr. Patton has reiterated 
time and again in the hearing of his 
brother physicians that his wife was the 
cause of his condition. The attending 
physicians were inclined to believe at 
first that tlieir patient was mildly in- 
sane on the subject, but were at last led 
to believe that there might be eome 
truth in his statements. Late Saturday 
night the Invalid asked that the prose- 
cutor and coroner be summoned, and 
this was done. A sworn statement ac- 
cusing bis wife of poisoning him was 
made by the dying man. Irr addition Dr. 
Patton requested that a post mortem ex- 
amination of hig body be made. 


Mrs. 
Julia Batton, the accused wom«n, 


has filed proceedings for a divorce and is 
now at one of her farms near Newmar- 
ket, Ind. She has been manned four 
times and has property worth over $100,- 
000 in her own right. No steps have yet 
been taken to apprehend her. 


The Cigar Stamp Frauds. 


Washington, April 24.—The internal 


revenue bureau has so far been notified 
of the discovfery of over half a million 
cigars manufactured by Jacobs at Lan- 
caster, Pa., and bearing counterfeit 
stamps. Three hundred thousand of 
these were found in Jacobs' own factory 
at Lancaster; 70,000 in San Francisco; 
82,000 in Philadelphia; 150,000 in Cincin- 
nati; 10,000 in Toledo and 8500 in the first 
Kew York district. It is believed that 
this amount will be largely increased as 
the search goes on. Orders have been 
issued to revenue agents to seize all 
cigars made by Jacobs' factory wherever 
found, and later they will be sold at auc- 
tion, the purchasers being required to 
re-stamp them. The proceeds will be 
turned into tine treasury. What relief, 
If any, will be extended to innocent pur- 
chasers of the Jacobs cigars has not yet 
been determined.

Victim of Apoplexy. 


Atlanta, April 24.—Major George A. 


Vandergrift, paymaster in the United 
States volunteer army, who was stricken 
with apoplexy Saturday, died yesterday 
without regaining consciousness. Major 
Vandergrift was born at Vicksburg, 
April 13,1840. When the Civil war broke 
out he became adjutant of the Second 
Ohio infantry, but was discharged on 
account of'wounds two years later. He* 
re-enlisted as major of the Thirty- 
seventh Ohio volunteers in 1864, After 
the war he engaged in steamboating and 
later became a master in the United 
States lighthouse service. Major Van- 
dergrift's home was in Cincinnati. Since 
May last he served as a paymaster of 
volunteers with headquarters at At- 
lanta,

To put it as 
mildly as possible, Hugh Ferrant, the 
friend of Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Pen- 
fold, devotes all of his spare time to 
effoits to induce the latter to go with 
him on a. trip to Maidenbourne. This 
trip, according to the programme map- 
ped out by the gay Ferrant. is to last 24 
hours. He even goes to the length of 
suggesting that, inasmush as Maiden- 
bourne is directly on the road to the lit- 
tle place at which her aunt resides, she 
might easily tell her husband that she 
had been to visit her relative. 


At about this juncture and after the 


«.-jf» warns the husband that it would 
be a good plan for him to watch her a 
little more closely if he is at all inter- 
ested in the matter of his honor, Penfold 
is smitten by the charms of Lady Alex- 
andra Parke, whom he has met at the 
Aquarium. In order to have the way- 
clear for the prosecution of his in- 
trigue he suggests to hisvwife that she 
pay a brief visit to the aunt already al- 
luded to. Ferrant makes a rush for 
the train, and the couple are next seen 
at the hotel in Maidenbourne. Ferrant, 
who loses no opportunity to expatiate 
upon the impulsiveness of his tempera- 
ment, rescues a drowning man and ap- 
pears at the hotel in a shivering and 
decjdely bedraggled condition.

on a tame lion gets loose, and Ferrant 
again distinguishes himself. Finally a 
newspaper man gets hold of the story 
of Ferrant's heroism, and, prompted by 
a waiter who has seen Mrs. Penfold, 
sends the account to hfs paper in Lon- 
don, 
The Cuckoo, using the name of 


Penfold instead of Ferrant. This brings 
matters to a crisis, and the almost 
guilty couple start for the city again. 
There the wife, assumes an air of in- 
jured innocence and succeeds in get- 
ting the story of the husband's esca- 
pade from him. Aided and ubetted by 
the man, who, being her husband's 
warmest friend, has 
induced her to 


elope, she plays a part suggested by 
him and finally "forgives" her spouse.

The Earl of Rosslyn, the titled Eng-

He made arrangements 
for closing the season of the Empire 
stock company in advance of the usual 
time in order to enable "William Faver- 
sham to interpret the role of Romeo. 
His brother, Daniel Frohman, promised 
to dn the same thing with the James 1C. 
Hackett company that his star might 
play Mercutio. This would naturally 
have left the Lyceum without an at- 
traction after the close of the Hackett 
run in "Rupert of Hentzau." Brother 
Charles has, however, come to the res- 
cue with "His Excellency the Govern- 
or," in which the'Earl of Rosslyn is to 
take part. Aside from this importation 
the actors will come from the Empire 
forces, except that orte or two of the 
smaller parts will probably be played 
by Lyceum people.

a. start and a beating in a mile race, 
while for shorter distances Gcraldine 
even would be left panting in the rear. 
To illustrate the relative speeds of the 
different methods of human progression 
let us in fancy start them all in a mile 
handicap. No such thrilling race has 
ever been seen on any track, and it 
would be worth traveling a thousand 
miles to see, for unless one or another 
broke a record they would all breast the 
tape at the same moment, presenting a 
picture such as sporting annals do not 
contain. 


For the purpose of handicapping Ma- 


jor Taylor on his wheel he must be 
placed at scratch. 
His nearest rival 


would be Salvator. On his remarkable 
effort at Morris park in 1890, when he 
placed a world's record, which still 
stands to his credit, he would be enti- 
tled to a start of 65 yards from Taylor.

If Hamlet had lived at the end of the 


nineteenth century, he would never 
have said. "The play's the thing." This 
melancholy Dane if he had been up 
to date, would have been prompted 
to say. "The game's the thing," for, as 
every baseball crank Knows, the rnag- 
nated who own the clubs may quarrel 
and fight and make deals and throw 
dirt in each othei's faces all through 
the ivinter, but as soon as the tctirns 
put on their uniforms and the umpire 
cries "Play ball!" all such matters are 
thrown aside like last winter's heavy 
overcoat, not to be thought of apain 
until another pennant has been fought 
for and won. Then, and not till then, 
the old sores may be reopened and old 
quarrels raked over. But during th« 
playing season the magnates who have 
loomed up so large during the past few 
months dwindle down to pygmies in the 
eyes of the cranks in contrast to the 
mighty wielders of bat and ball. 


Every winter the club owners have 


their mix ups and squabbles and trou- 
bles, but this year has surpassed them 
all in the magnitude of the deals that 
were planned and wires that were pull- 
ed to secure their passage. Men who 
have studied the game or have been 
identified with baseball interests in 
years past, and thus understand the in- 
ner workings of the plots, know that 
the present troubles will bear fruit in 
due time. They perceive that the mag- 
nates are laying their wires for the or- 
ganization of an eight league club to be 
made up of the largest cities and con- 
trolled by men who have the interests 
of the national game at heart. 


The underlying cause of nearly every 


league complication in the past has 
been due to the hurtful influence of 
"combines" of cliques of magnates, who 
hold meetings secretly before the regu- 
lar conference of the league members 
and pledge themselves to vote for and 
stand by certain measures notwith- 
standing th» wishes of their fellows or 
whatever 
arguments 
or information 


may be placed before them in the reg- 
ular way. This, together with the 
"proxy" evil, is something that the 
leaders must forswear if they wish to 
retain the high standard on which the 
game now stands as well as the confi- 
dence and support of its patrons. 


The players themselves, of course, can 


take no hand or part in these broils, 
and the majority of them tak<_ no par- 
ticular interest in the matter, except in 
so far as they touch themselves person- 
ally. They know that one natural result 
will be an increase of salaries all around 
when things come to a head, for as 
matters now stand their wages are at 
the lowest ebb known in years, and any 
change will be a boon as far as they 
are concerned. 


All this newspaper talk and the gen- 


eral interest that is taken throughout 
the country in the doings of the Nation- 
al league leaders throughout •fne non- 
playing months only add more con- 
clusive evidence of the wonderful hold 
that baseball has on the hearts of the 
American public in general ajid the 
cranks in particular. What other game 
in the world has so much space given 
up to it in the public press during the 
time when it is not played? Unlike any 
other sort of sporting enthusiast, the 
baseball lover when he can't watch a 
game must needs talk or at the worst 
read of it. 


For the past six weeks and more 


much pencil and paper and time have 
been expended in figuring out tl.e pros- 
pects of each team for the League pen- 
nant. Eagerl^ the players have been 
scanned during the few games already 
played, but as yet little opportunity to 
gain much insight into the real strength 
of the clubs has been afforded. Nev- 
ertheless a majority of the experts are 
agreed on a few points, the main one 
being that the Boston team won't have 
such a picnic in winning the flag as 
they h».ve enjoyed during the past two 
seasons. It is likewise generally ad- 
mitted that Brooklyn, Cincinnati, St. 
Louis and Chicago have each been 
greatly strengthened since last fall and 
that each of them will give the cham- 
pions a hard fight for premier honors. 


Many have figured out completely to 


their own satisfaction, if not so much 
in accord with their wishes, that the 


how to han<3'» them, and contequently 
there is but little chacco for friction 
among his chargeu.

Many people who witness the opening 


games every season are at a loss to un- 
derstand how it is that the League play- 
ers are always so stiff and sore for the 
first few weeks in spite of the trying 
out they are supposed to have under- 
gone in their preliminary trips to the 
south before the opening of the season. 
They point to the contrast between 
these seasoned veterans and the antics 
of the players on the various college 
teams, who never show such symptoms 
of rust. The reason is found in the dif- 
ference in the average ages of the play- 
ers in the League and in the universi- 
ties. The latter are young fellows whose 
joints are not set and who thus find 
it comparatively easy to get into good 
shape. This fact is often verified by 
the actions of the youngsters who are 
playing in the major league for the first 
time. At the beginning of the season 
they often show up well in contrast 
with their more experienced fellows. 
That is because they are younger and 
get into trim much quicker. As the sea- 
son advances, however, the veterans 
get into shape under the influence of 
the hnt sun, while the recruits very 
often are unable to bear up under the 
strain and are consequently dropped 
from the rolls. 


The colleges seem to have better 


baseball material this year than for 
some seasons past, taking them as a 
whole, although it is' a little too early 
to tell very much about the players. 
Yale and Princeton both suffered de- 
feats on their southe'rn trips, but as 
these excursions are taken for the sake 
of gaining experience and putting the 
men in shape for the championship sea- 
son they do not mind that very much. 
They may have their colors lowered by 
every minor college team in the coun- 
try, and still theie would be just as 
much rivalry and general interest in 
the series between them as ever. The 
minor colleges seem to have some good 
players, especially some of the southern 
institutions. There nave unfortunate- 
ly been ugly rumors circulated in re- 
gard to the amateur standing of some 
of the players. Whether they are un- 
founded or not, if the colleges wish to 
keep the game on its present high level 
they should see to it that the standing 
of every one of their players is above 
the slightest breath of suspicion.. 


Every year some of the crack ex-col- 


legiate players are tried by one or tnore 
of the League clubs. As a general rule 
they are not found to be of a caliber en- 
titling them to admission to the ranks. 
Now and then, however, one will prove 
to be a great find. One of these seems 
to have been picked up by the manager 
of the Quaker team. He is'Roy Thom- 
as, who became noted as outfielder of 
the University of Pennsylvania nine a 
few seasons ago. Last year he played 
with the Orange Athletic club of Or- 
ange, N. J., and is now covering first 
base for the Philadelphias in such an 
acceptable manner that he will remain 
in the place permanently during the 
whole season. Arthur Irwin tried to se- 
cure Thomas for the New Torks in 1836, 
but the young collegian was not pre- 
pared to play ball for a salary at that 
time. According to the reports of his 
work with the Philadelphia^, Thomas 
bids fair to be one of the stars of the 
season. Always a remarkable base run- 
ner and batsman, he has picked up the 
idea of how to play first base with such 
readiness that he easily outclasses 
Douglass, who filled that place last sea- 
son. With Lauder of Brown university 
covering third base and Thomas on 
first, the colleges are well represented 
in the Qu»ker infield.

THROUGH THE AIR ON WHEEL!. 
A unique plan for an elevated path 


100 feet above the surface of the earth 
is proposed by a Colorado engineer. His 
idea is to build the structure from Den- 
ver to a spot nine miles out for the use 
of cyclists, roller skaters and horseless 
carriages. 


The originator, 
in advancing the 


claims of • he path, says that in addition 
to the advantage of a clear path the 
rider would obtain an elegant view of 
the surrounding country; there would 
be no dust, or dogs or cattle or any 
thing else to disturb the wheelman ei- 
ther mentally or physically when ones 
he was inside the gates. 


The superstructure could be light, and 


comparatively little scorn would be tak- 
en up in the streets thereby. The sur- 
face of the path, according to the origi- 
nator of the idea, where it is exposed to 
the weather, wouid be of asphaltum laid 
on a bed of bituminous concrete, which 
would be laid on a wooden floor. Three 
inch plank, with curb? at the sides of 
the same thickness, will form the ma- 
terial for the floor. 


The surface could be mad* smooth 


enough for billiards, says the promoter. 
Where protected from the weather by a 
roof the roadway could be made of hard 
wood flooring on edge, after the manner 
of a tenpin alley. Such a floor would 
add strength to the structure, as it 
would form a continuous girder. The 
roadway would be guarded by woven 
wire fence as nearly inv,: \ le as pos- 
sible, and this should be painted with 
rilsonite. The fence would prevent the 
rider from falling and would catch hat* 
that might blow off. 


The originator thinks the elevated 


path would be a paying investment. 
Cyclists could purchase quarterly or 
annual tickets and single fares could be 
charged occasional passengers, either 
on roller skates or wheels. Then money 
could be made by renting skates and 
wheels for use on the path. Stations 
could be established at 
convenient 


points along the path, where elevatois 
would take the passengers and their 
wheels up and down. The promoter 
says he has had inquiries from New 
York parties who expect to build tin 
elevated path in the suburbs of New 
York city.

Sermons, More About Associated 


Charities. Rev. W. L. Tenney 


to Alfredians. 


Rev. J. A. Hamilton preached to the 


members of the Sons of St. George at 
the Methodist church last evening, the 
organization attending in a largo dele- 
gation in observance of St. George's 
day. 
The address, on the subject of 


friendship, dealt with the relations of 
men in societies and organizations, ane 
was one that should have been heard 
by all members of fraternal societies. 
It was eloquently delivered, and em- 
phasized the dangers as well as th 
benefits of such organizations. 


The local Sons of St. George were ac- 


companied by a large delegation from 
Adams and also by the brigade of the 
Alfredian society of Blackinton. The 
audience was a very large one. 


In introducing his subject Mr. Ham- 


ilton took occasion to refer to the 
friendship now existing between this 
country and England in a way that 
showed he was as firm a believer in an 
Anglo-American alliance as the; most 
enthusiastic Son of St. George. 


He said that it was peculiarly appro- 


priate to speak of the subject of friend- 
ship before the society that was pres- 
ent at this time, when we have forgot- 
ten the differences we have had aa a 
nation with the mother country, and 
when we love her and she loves us. 
Across the seas we are joining hands, 
and "may God grant that we never ler 
go." In the new feeling that is spring- 
ing up between the nations he sav. the 
hand of God in his purpose to spread 
the Anglo-Saxon 
influence for Rood 


over the world. 


Friendship, he said in coming direct- 


ly to the subject of the address, is the 
greatest gift of man to man, and 
through its power and the influence of 
the organization of men which it in- 
spires, the greatest achievements in tre 
world have been secured. Most of the 
advances that have been made in the 
world in its social and business rela- 
tions have been made through the work- 
ing together of men for the same pur- 
poses. 


In association there is. inspiration for 


the individuals, which, in the 
sym- 


pathy of purpose and union of j(ipn«! it 
begets leads to the greatest 
results 


Man who lives alone as a hermit can 
accomplish little for society, but where 
half a dozen men come together and 
work in harmony under good leader- 
ship, their influence may be felt around 
the world. 


But there are great dangers to be 


recognized and combatted in such or- 
ganizations as well as great benefits. 
We must learn to distinguish 
men- 


founded institutions from God-founded 
institutions, and must not place the 
former above the latter. 
The God- 


founded institutions are those of the 
home, the community, the state and the 
church. 
Man-founded 
institutions, 


such as political parties, many chari- 
table organizations, business associa- 
tions and fraternal societies, are many 
of them God-inspired, but not io be 
placed above the natural organizations 
of home 
and state founded on the 


broad principles of Christianity 
and 


social laws. 


Then there is the danger in such fra- 


ternities of becoming passive, or losing 
one's individuality in a following of the 
traditions or customs of the society. 
A man should never surrender his in- 
dividuality in imitation of others with 
whom he is associated. The same is 
true of any such surrender, whether 
in an organization or not. What would 
be the result, Mr. Hamilton asked, .'f 
a minister should accept all the sugges- 
tions that were made to him frorn his 
:ongregation, and should try to become 
a composite in style of dress, deliver} 
and thought, of what each member of 
his audience desired? 
"A great big 


fool," he answered himself, "with hia 
nfluence for good «rone and his useful- 
ness over." This danger is most pro- 
nounced in a society such as is under 
discussion, since we are always most 
strongly influenced by those with whom 
we are in closest contact and friend- 
ship. 


A man cannot live without exerting 


nfluence of some kind, and in turn re- 
ceiving the influence of others. There 
s nothing grander than a body of men 
combined in such an organisation, all 
working together for good. 


Mr. Hamilton outlined what might, 


n the light of Christian ideals, be con- 
sidered good societies. They are organ- 
zations that permit a man to be open 
minded to receive the good that he can 
from the other members, but never 
compelling him to lose feis individuality, 
and organizations that will not rob but 
ncrease the well-directed energy of 
;he members. 


He urged his hearers to follow in so- 


cial lines the examples of Jesus Christ, 
who stood for the highest that there is 
n social organization, the home first 
and humanity afterwards, who com- 
mended love for a man because he is a 
man and not merely because we are in 
an organization with him, who teachea 
us trust and confidence in each other, 
and who never condemned a man with- 
out a hearing-. Above all, Mr. Hamilton 
urged that men tespeot each other not 
for what they can do. but for what 
they are, to respect the man and net 
his power. 


"ASSOCIATED rilAMITIES." 


Kev. W. Kn Tenner Deliver* Another 


AddreM on Subject at St. John's. 


Eev. W. L. Tenney delivered an ad- 


dress in St. John's church last night 
on "Associated Charities." Bev. J. C, 
Tebbetts introduced the'speaker, say- 
ing that he was the best local author- 
ity on the question of charities, and 
xvhen Hev, Mr. Tenney had concluded 
his address the rector took occasion to 
make some points plain to the people 
of his church. He said that It was not 
intended that the associated charities 
Rev. 
Mr. Tenney 
waa 
advocating 


should take the place of the private 
charity of the churdh for that was a 
sacred charity, and he was sure that 
the church helped those whose names 
it was not willing: to allow placed on 
any list. 


The addreea by Mr. Tenn«y con- 


sidered the matter of scientific ad- 
minlatr'aiton of charily, the Mclal dan- 
ger in the promlfcuou* aad Indlacriml- 
natlve giving of charity, touched on 
the way that Plttsfleld waa handling 
the problem and advocated an awocla- 
tlon in thla city for the administration 
of charity in a scientific way. Rev. Mr. 
Tenney said that the problem was a 
mcxit perplexing one, that foremost 


economists 
had 
wondered 
whether 


our benevolence had done-more good 
than harm. Then he took 
up the 


famous Jukes family of New York and 
the wastern progeny -konwn as the 
Ishmaelities. He dwelt on these to 
show the pauperising effect of Indis- 
criminate giving of charity 
and to 


show that such giving fostered crime 
and destroyed 
manhood. 
He 
then 


stated the problem, which is to give 
such aid as is needed taking care not 
to pauperize those who- receive help 
and make them feel that the world 
owes them a living without wbrking 
for it. 


Rev. Mr. Tenney touched on things 


near home to illustrate his points. He 
spok" of a recent visit he made to 
Pittsfleld and of .his interview with the 
secretary of the Pittsfleld union for 
home work. He learned that North 
Adams families had been passed on to 
Pittsfleld that 
were surely 
in 
the 


pauper class. One family he mentioned 
in particular. The head of it was a 
professional gardener and came fiom 
New York state to this city. He made 
himself known to Eev. Mr. Tenney 
at one of the Congregational church 
mid-week meetings and told him of 
his straitened circumstances. The min- 
ister happened to know just then of a 
man who needed a gardener and he 
secured the position for the New York 
man. He wen,t to work, but would not 
keep his job. Later Eev. Mr. Tenney 
found that a number of poor families 
were actually supporting the man out 
of their own scant supplies. The man 
went to Pittsfleld and repeated his his- 
tory, supporting himself for some time 
by selling clothes that had been gjven 
to him by charitable people of this 
city. He was finally passed 
on to 


Canada. 


It was the desire Rev. Mr. Tenney 


said to prevent this kind of thing. In 
speaking of the Pitsfield work, Mr. 
Tenney mentioned some of the benevo- 
lent associations that were taking part 
in it and he expressed the wish that 
the church bene.volent societies and 
the benevolent and labor organizations 
of this city would unite in an interset 
in this matter so that an organization 
for 
the 
better 
administration 
of 


charity would result Hesaidthatthere 
would be hearty co-operation from the 
city almoner's office, 
which 
is now 


struggling faithfully with the problem. 
It was not desirable Mr. Tenney said, 
that a large organization be built, but 
that an organization suitable to the 
needs of the city be the outcome, to 
which may be added from time to 
time as the need demands. 


To t'ic Alfredfaii*. 


The Alfredian society attended the 


Union church in Blackinton Sunday af- 
ternoon and listened to a sermon by 
Rev. W. L. Tenney. The subject was 
"George Washington, 
the Alfred of 


America," and was a very interesting 
and instructive address. Mr. Tenney 
said that it was fitting to consider 
American heroes in connection 
with 


English at this time when the sym- 
pathy of the two nations was so great.
